John J. McCormick to his little daughters in Collingdale, Pa., shortly before his own heroic death. Exten- 


sively publicized in the nation’s press, this letter, with slight changes, serves as a dramatic highlight of 


“A Yank in Korea.” The letter is read by Lon McCallister, as a returned veteran, to the young children 


of his overseas buddy. The McCormick letter follows: 


Dear Joannie and Rose Marie: _ 

This is Daddy. I want you to listen and pay attention 
while Mommie reads this to you. Just try and make be- 
lieve I was there, talking to you. 

Joanie, I don’t think you’ll remember me because you 
were a little baby when I had to go away, but I used to 
sit and hold you a lot, and when you were a bad little 
girl, I used to make you sit in a chair until you were good, 
but I always loved you a lot and I was very proud of you. 

Rose Marie, you should remember me because I used to 
take you out with me a lot, and I used to buy you a lot of 
candy and sodas, and I used to feel so good when people 
used to say you had eyes like mine. Remember the little 
puppy I bought you? Your Mummy used to tie a little 
pink ribbon around its neck and you used to carry it in 
your arms. You looked awfully cute. 

I want you both to know that I’d be with you if I 
could, but there are a lot of bad men in the world, and

There are no other 
buildings near it, which provide 
space for sets to be erected if 
necessary.
